Drys. to Air Views . 


After a regular session nest week 


by the National .Prohibition Board 
of Strategy, the national conference 
vf organizations supporting the eigh- 
leenih amendment will convene to 
-discuss the individual opinions of 
prominent drys that some proposal 
for prohibition change may be In- 
evitable this year. 


The board wiH organize strategy 


for the period from now through the 
-June conclaves in Chicago. Dr. Ed- 
.win C. Dinwiddie, secretary of the 
board, said today it -would go to 
work "oa the theory that both Ke- 
publicans and Democrats, on sober, 
second thought, -will refuse to take 
a position that would drive away 
cry sup'port." 


Dr. Dinwiddie, who recently turned 


a cold shoulder to all suggestions 
for prohibition change shown to him 
by prominent. Republicans, said the 
problem thus presented to the or-i 
ganized drys naturally will be con- 
sidered in next week's meetings. 


"We recognize," he added, "that 


individual opinions of drys of vary- 
ing degrees of influence and stand- 
ing may embarrass leaders coming 
together in groups to represent var- 
ious constituencies," he said. "The 
individuals speak for themselves; we 
speak as representatives of masses 
of people who "will insist upon en- 
forcement planks—people who be- 
lieve the parties will have to stand 
for enforcement."

SUGAR-COATED PILLS 


Last week Walter Lippmann spoke 


"of the fact that after long trials civili- 
zation has been able for some centuries 
past to avert one of the 
frightful 


scourges of antiquity and medieval 
cfavs—scarcity, whether of food or oth- 
er human needs. 


The result is that we now produce 


plenty for all, and jet we have pov- 
ertv. Our granaries are choked with 
food and yet we have hunger. Our 
markets are crowded with goods and 
yet we have suffering. 


It is impossible to better or avert 


this condition unless we diagnose its 
several causes accurate!}-. Congress, 
our great national diagnostician, will 
become helpful only when it has no 
purpose except to arrive at the truth, 
when it is so devoid of the future wel- 
fare of its own members that it will 
speak that truth, act that truth and 
fight for that truth, irrespective 
of results. 


Why have we poverty, hunger and 


[suffering in the midst of plenty? 


It has been glibly repeated that "the 


purchasing- power" of many has been 
lestroyed. It is self-evident that peo- 
ple without funds lack purchasing 
power, but why haven't they funds? 
Then it is solemnly stated that we 
lack "a fair distribution of wealth." 
Is that really a cause of our distress 
or political soft soap used to conceal 
the inability of the speaker to make a 
definite and accurate appraisal of con- 
ditions? It is not difficult to demon- 
strate that for the most part these are 
Idle words, alluring perhaps but bar- 
ren of meaning or meat. 


* * * 


Let us assume that four million men, 


heads of families, are today receiving 
assistance from the government, that is 
from the rest of the people. 


What brought this condition about? 


Why are they devoid of funds? Had 
they received in the last ten years 
slightly higher wages, just enough to 
pare profits of industry or business 
down to the vanishing point, would 
they now be in clover? 


First, there will be a small percent- 


age that, despite the amount of income, 
whether it is $100 a month or S1000, 
will live it up as they go. We dis- 
miss them from consideration because 
they are beyond assistance. 


Examine the rest of these four mil- 


lion. Why are they without funds? 


The examination will reveal that 


they saved money, that they thought 
they put it in safe places, that they 
tried to invest it wisely, that some of 
them were tricked, others despoiled, 
and still others found that something 
that was wealth one day, due to gov- 
ernmental policies, became less than 
ashes the next. 


The government has properly taken 


upon itself, in one form, or another, 
the relative safety of the people's fi- 
nances by control and supervision of 
banking institutions and the protec- 
tion of the public by means of so- 
called Blue Sky lavrs, from unsound, 
tricky or dishonest securities. 


The government undertook tfce job 


but has stumbled on it shamefully. 
The government is always eager to 
undertake jobs but few of them are 
completed, and men in political life 
are anxious to extend governmental 
activities, that :s by promise but not 
by performance. 


The present difficulty is materially 


affected by palpable breaches of faith 


pon tfce part of the government 


[ 
through a wide variety of tinkept 
promises, but the politician has a care 
all ready—he w:K give you more prom- 
ises. 


The government is an institution we 


make ourselves by the quality of men 
we choose to office and the political 
policies we support. It is unfortunate 
that the greatest asset in getting an 
office seems to be the ability to make a 
good speech, for an oration won't ex- 
amine banks, test securities offered the 
jmblic nor help_ create other systems 


to insure the desired stability of life to 
our millions when evil or difficult 
times are at hand. More often the 
oration is just so much opium, dulling 
senses and lulling people into a false 
feeling of security. 


Our entire picture today would be 


vastly different were it possible to re- 
turn to the men in the breadline the 
wealth they carefully saved and out 
of which, our government, though pro- 
testing loudly that it would protect 
them, has permitted them to be 
stripped, despoiled or defrauded. 
* * * 


It is not unlikely that a way may be 


found to distribute wealth more equi- 
tablv. Improvement in that line should 
be invited. But we are dull and stolid 
indeed, if we think it will do us much 
good to have the distribution more 
equitable while we continue to pour 
water into a vessel with many leaks. 


There always will be opportunity to 


improve our governmental structure 
but what chance is there of improve- 
ment if a majority of our congressional 
doctors seek to feed us sugar-coated 
pills instead of presenting the known 
treatment an ailment requires, be it 
ever so painful? 


The worst pains of unemployment 


could never occur if, during the long 
spells of prosperity the accumulations 
of the people were placeable with rela- 
tive certainty concerning their safety, 
the governmental agencies performed 
the work set out for them in relation 
to people's investments, and legislative 
assemblies sought means to preserve 
wealth once honesth- created instead of 
seeking means, intentionally or other- 
wise, to destroy it. 


MR. GROVES GOES DEEPER 
It were better had Mr. Groves ac- 


cepted the public construction of his 
first statement concerning the unem- 
ployment insurance bill because his 
second statement, that he knew the 
time was not ripe for it when he intro- 
duced it, is evidence upholding the 
charges made in the legislature—that a 
spurious law was being drawn and giv- 
en the high sounding title of "unem- 
ployment insurance bill," which would 
make an excellent expression to mouth 
from political platforms although it 
wouldn't bring a bite to the mouth of 
a worker. 


Mr. Groves thought it was proper 


to pass a. law and make it inoperative, 
trusting that sometime thereafter con- 
ditions would justify its passage, and 
that until the dark and tongueless fu- 
ture had unfolded itself, each succeeding 
legislature could pass an act extend- 
ing its inoperative nature. What a 
funny idea of making laws. Why not 
permit future legislatures to make 
their own laws in keeping with opin- 
ions and conditions that exist when 
they convene? 


Mr. Groves* idea, if carried out on 


an extensive scale, would create, in ad- 
dition to our present 10,000 laws in 
Wisconsin, another code consisting of 
the laws we are prepared to recom- 
mend for future generations, but of 
course only in case of their willingness 
to accept them. A labor of love, so to 
speak, but political love. 


In the meantime, like the sword of 


Damocles, the unemployment insur- 
ance bill hangs threateningly over the 
worker's head.

Everybody has heard fools classi- 


fied into three degrees. Well, igno- 
rance does come in three degrees — 
there is the trial size, which can't 
do much harm, the household size 
and the hospital size. Persons ig- 
norant in the first degree are not 
bad scouts at alL A good many of 
them know enough to comprehend 
that there is considerable they don't 
know and often these are not only 
willing but eager and unafraid to 
learn. Then the second degree of ig- 
norance includes people who strive 
to get away with it, to conceal their 
ignorance. These are the most in- 
sufferable. 
They do not care to 


learn. They are complacent about 
:heir ignorance. 
They are incapa- 


ble of understanding the advantages 
of more knowledge. They are diffi- 
cult to get along with ana difficult 
to manage. The third degree of ig- 
norance is the absymal type.

"I try to treat 
my 
children all 


alike but they complain and cry and 
make me so unhappy that: I don't 
know what to do. I'm sure no moth- 
er tries harder to be fa.fr with her 
children than I do." 


Justice, fairness, is not what chil- 


dren are looking for. I£o two chil- 
dren are alike, consequently no two 
children need the same things. Xor 
do they flourish under 
the same 


treatment. 


Did joa ever see the family who 


were dressed exactly alike so that 
there could be no accusation 
laid 


against the mother? "Wasn't it piti- 
ful? Xo hat ever suited two heads 
equally \ielL Xo color ever suited 
two skins with equal perfection. On- 
ly one child, perhaps not even one, 
was suited. It would have been bet- 
ter to have risked the charge of fa- 
voritism than to have made all the 
children unhappy. 


"I sent Helen to the old college so 


the others will have to go too. The 
whole family ought 
to have the 


same opportunity. I don't believe in 
making fish of one and flesh of the 
other." 


"Well and good. But is there to be 


no choice of colleges? Is each child 
to receive the same training- and ed- 
ucation regardless of his gifts, tastes 
and abilities? Xo family of children 
ever bom were equally or similarly 
endowed. To send them all to the 
same college and so make their edu- 
cation a family affair is to run a big 
risk. Xone of them may be suited. 
Or if even one of them is misplaced, 
what a loss. 


"Xo, I give them all

amount. I know that Ella is older- 
than Tessie but there ought not to 
be any difference between sisters." 
Ella was seventeen and Tessie was 
twelve. There is a wide span between 
those two ages, wider than the years 
would indicate. 
The older girl was 


ready for college yet she had the 
same allowance as her sister in the 
graded school. That was depriving 
the older girl of the experience she 
needed to fit her for self control in 
college. Such short sighted policy 
can end in but one way, antagonism 
between the children. The dead level
